ORIGIN OF CURRENCY IN AMERICA 


When you think of Currency and its origin in America, you tend to think 

of the United States Treasury and the banking industry. Neither of the 

two are significant when you remember that the original charter of the 

U.S. “reasury containing defined/basic monetary units was not completed 
until 1792 and the banking industry came some time later. The word "bank" 
of today is not at all comparable to the original "bank", The word vank, 

as first used in the United States meant a "note issue" or an "issue of 
paper money". The first of these banks or note issues were late in the 17th 
and early 18th centuries. 


The first issue of paper ioney was made in Massachusetts and was officially 
issued by the colony itself. These notes were first issued as legal tender 

about 1690 and were officially called "Bills of Credit". In order to deter 

public apprehension about these bills of credit, they were made receivable 

for taxes. England had ignored the colonies and thier need for coin and cu- 
rrency, and Massachusetts found the bills of credit so expedient that they 

resorted to many banks or "note issues", Many of these note issues went to 

pay thier soldiers, then fighting a war with the French in Carada, 


Many problems were encountered by Massachusetts when they resorted to these 
unbacked banks or bills of credit. All problems were simply solved by ano- 
ther note issue and apparently nobody wondered why all the problems were 
solved by an issue of paper credit. If enough thought had been givin to these 
problems and to protecting the bills of credit, maybe the concept of banking 
of today would have come along sooner, The idea of accepting deposits were 
not considered important in that day like they are in the banking industry 
today, The inflated unbacked notes soon lost thier position of acceptance 
and the issuing activity found themselves at the mercy of people, and ec- 
onomic chaos began, 





A few years after Massachusettes began issuing bills of credit, the other 
colonies followed along, however after witnessing many of the problems in | 
the Massachusetts banks, the other colonies decided to protect thier note | 
issue by making distribution through the prominant citizens, With the pro- | 
minant citizens acting. as the "reserve system" the note issuing activities | 
began a heyday, The new concepts of banking de vised by the colonies prov- 
ided for issuing money (notes, credit, currency) by allowing the prominant 
citizens to borrow money or have money issued upon thier responsibility, to 
finance thier activities, This should have worked, however no active enter- 
priser or legitimate farmer could be denied the right to sponsor a note is- 
sue, Soon notes appeared in abundance and were circulating at the same face 
value, and none of them were convertable to any specie, 


Like Massachusetts, the other colonies began to suffer from the problems of 
inflation ani undue economic expansion, The responsible citizens who had 
sponsored note issues found that the original issue was only a fraction of 
the value of thier property and would not support the inflated operating 
cost, They solved thier problems by demanding charter adjustments with more 
money issued at the new inflated price of thier property etc. 


Inflation is always bad in a new economic enviroment because no large pro- 
duction activities or consumer markets have been established, The plight of 
the colonies was compounded because the Mother Country took goods and ser- 
vicies for taxes and did not contribute to the income of the colony, Infla- 
tion won again and the economy collapsed. All this happened before the Uni- 
ted States was even born,
